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INTBODUOTION. 

On January 13th, 1913, 1 found myself for a day at Bankt' 

- , . pore, on my way back from a iournoy to 

lepua oiy woiic. Agiti-Lahore-Dellii-Allahabad, my chief work 

at Agra having been to copy inscriptions on tombstones. I spent 
the day at Bankipore and Patna in copying the inscriptions in some 
of the Christian graveyards. These inscriptions uore published 
m Bengal : Bast and Bresent, Vol. IX, Pt. I, lOl l, pages 28 to 34.. 
Two of them came from an old cemetery contiguous to the Banki- 
pore Convent, 8 from the compound and one from the sacristy of 
the Patna Catholic Cathedral, and 18 from an English ceinctery, 
west of and near to tlie Patna Cathedral, on the other side of 
the road. My reason for not eopying a larger number of inscrip- 
tions in and near the Patna Cathedral was that 1 had understood 
from one of the Capuchin Bathers of Allahabad that he Irad 
copied thorn all. Later on 1 found that bo had copied only the 
inscriptions to Missionaries, and, as he communicated to me 
those of his collection which referred to Patna, Bankipore, Kurji, 
and Bhagalpur, I published them in Bengal : Bast and Breseat, 
Vol. IX, Pt. II, 1914, pages 176 to 180. One of my friends at (loa, 
Senhor J. A. Ismael Gracias, has since published in 0 Orientfl 
Bortugues, imprensa Nacional, Nova Goa, lOlJi, Nos. 11 and J2, 
the Portuguese inscriptions from Patna which appeared in 
Bengal : Past and Present. 

I little suspected on January 13th, 1913, that the Bihar 
and Orissa Government, which had only just complqtcd extensive 
restorations on the Patna Cathedral, had also ordered the publi- 
cation of all thft inscriptions in and near tho Cathedi‘al. lienee, 
it was an agreeable surprise to mo, when, after I liad publislicd 
my first article, I was invited by the Department of Public In- 
struction, Bihar and Orissa, to go to Patna and check the proofs 
of their inscriptions. Pull liberty was given mo to edit tho 
matter in the way I should judge best. 

When the Mity holidays came round, the state of my health 
did not allow me to proceed to Patna. Hap- 
Pily» the Bev. Father A. Gille, 8.J., St. 
‘ *■'* ^vier’s College, Calcutta, agreed to go in my 

place. He left Calcutta on June 10th, 1916, speht four daye ^ 



Dankipore and Patna and w^s back in Calcutta on the morning* 
of the 15tb. Since Patna is now a purely native town, he had to 
return regularly to Pankipore for meals and lodging, and the two 
journeys daily to and fro — four times 6 mijes — involved fhe loss of 
much precious time. He was assisted for some time by two of 
the boys of the Christian Brothers at Kurji. Among other things, 
they copied inscriptions in graveyards other than that of the 
Patna Cathedral. Twenty-six of these are new, and will bo /pub- 
lished in some historical review. Father Gille's chief assistant 
was Babu Narendra Nath Bose, whoso services were kindly lent 
by Dr. D. B. Spooner, Superintendent of the Archaeological Sur- 
vey, East Circle, Bankipore. Babu Narendra Nath Bose took* a^ 
number of rubbings of the more difficult inscriptions in addi- 
tion to those which had been made previously by Mr. J, F. 
Blakiston. These rubbings have been of great use to us in Cal- 
cutta in restoring missing passages. 

At my visit to the Patna Cathedral in 1913, 1 counted in 
» the sacristy 28 tombstones and one wit! 

Kumber of ibo inserip- Armenian characters. There was besides 
Latin inscription on the bell (cf, infra. No. 4^ 
Father Gillo brought back from the sacristy 22 inscriptions (not 
including that on the bell), and of these three are in Armenian. 
The rubbings of the latter were sent to Mr. Mesrovb J. Seth 
(No. 19, Lindsay Street, Calcutta), the auflior of The Armenians 
in India, Calcutta, 1895. Ho deciphered one completely (No. 3), 
and another partially (No. 17), the third being illegible. Photo- 
graphic reproductions of the three appear facing Nos. 3, 17 and 
of this List. 

There must be, therefore, still in the sacristy seven inscriptions 
which haijo not been deciphered. Either they had peeled off 
beyond decipherment, or they were so badly worn out that they 
looked completely hopeless. It took the mdli d- full day to rub 
off the ehunam and earth in which the letter.'ng of No. 19 lay 
embedded. 

Father A. Gille brought back in all 87 inscriptions against 
C3 sent to me at first. The difference is chiefly accounted for 
by the fact that He copied all the inscriptions up to date, whereas 
at first it hyd been thought advisable not to take in the most 
modern. All are now printed. 

Of our inscriptions, four ore in Latin (Ncs. 1, 4, 6, 52) ; three 
, , la Armenian (Nos. 8, 17, 87, see plates 

TLeiaflgu«ge.«Ka. . four in Portuguese (Nos. 5, 9, 16, If-) 
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12 in Trench (Nos. 2, 11, 12, 28, 30, 34, 35„80, 81, 82, 83, 85) ; 
one partly in Persian (No. 6} ; one .partly in Italian (No. 14} ; the 
rest are in English. None is in Dutch, Danish or Gorman. 

Number 11 yields only a few words, a date, hut no name; 

others, which we print at the end, yield names 
Condition of tho in- but no dates (Nos. 80, 81, 82, 83, 85) ; the 
scriptioDB. doubtful ; No. 86 was left 

un&ated, and No. 87 (plate III) remains undeciphered. The 
wording of most of the imperfect inscriptions has been recon- 
structed.

The inscriptions now in the sacristy lay originally in tho 
church and the verandah ; they were removed when the floor 
of the church w».s cemented anew during the recent Mork of 
restoration. ' 


Only five of our inscriptions aro earlier than the 19th century. 
11 i j i The earliest belongs to the year 1772, which 

eo est a 01 . j^eans that it is earlier ’than the present 

Patna Cathedral. This fact suggests that an earlier church occu- 
pied the site of the present one. Such wa$>, indeed, the case. 



There existed % church at Patna from 1713. Having be-* 
como too small for the congregation, it was 
ciiwrSf ^'**^*^ demolishe'd in 1773 to give place to the pre- 

sent structure. The* foundation-stope was 
laidhy the Very Eev. Pather Joseph, o.c^ of Bovato, on the 
18th October, 1772 It was he, too, who solemnly blessed it at 
its completion on the 8th December, 1779. It is a very strongly- 
built church, with some pretensions to architectural beauty. It 
has a lofty and imposing faCadciu the Ionian style of architoetd^e, 
the interior being Corinthian. Its dimensions are : length; 
7'J) feet ; width, 33 feet ; height, 50 foot A certain Mr. Tiretta, a 
Venetian, was the architect. Tiretta Bazar, Calcutta, and Tiretta, 
qr Prench Cemetery, Park Street, Calcutta, are nam^ after him. 
The Patna Church Avas the chief church of the Patna Mission, till 
the opsuing of the Cathedral of Allahabad in 1879. It is now 
practically unused, the Catholic population having drifted to 
Bankipore and elscAvherc. The church is dedicated to the Blessed 
Virgin Mary. The large picture of the Visitation, which was for- 
merly above the altar, had been removed before my visit in Janu- 
ary, 1913. A large sum of money was spent by the Government 
, and the Allahabad Mission on the recent repairs. 

The liistory of a Catliodral is bound up with that of its Bishops. 
Curiously enough, though Patna had Bishops for about forty years* 
it had none designated by the title of Bishop of Patna, except in 
popular parlance. The folloAving Vicars Apostolic and Adminis-

At p. 113, Fr. Felix has for No. G, "Francn Horace, clled at Patna, 20lh March, l7i6”. 
but, at p. 182, we have, “ Fr. Francis Anthony of Cingoli, died at Patna”, and no Fiancia 
Horace is mentioned at pp. 182—184 as having died at Patna. Evidently there is a confusion 
at p. 113, with Fr. Francis Horace della Penna, who died at Fatan (Nopal) on 20th July, 
1747. , 

In the case of No. 8, Fr. Felix writes at pp. 113 and 184 that he died in 1774. Father 
Anthony Mary in the Life of Dr, A, Hartmann (pp* 292*293) states that he died on 
26th August, 1778. . 

At p. 113, Fr. Felix writes, “ Fr. John Baptist died at Pafha, 1749”. This must bo 
• Fr. John Baptist of Bergamo who died in the Ganges, Patna (ibid., p. 183). But as ho 
was drowned in the Sacrigally whirlpool, near Rajmohal, in July, 1762, and wo are not 
told that hie body was recovered, 1 have not inserted him above. Cf. Gli Scritti del 
Fadre JHarej della Tomba, by A. de Gnberaatis, Firenze, 1878, p. 7. 
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Father Anthony M^bry, the author of the Life of Dr. A. 
Hartmann, refers feelingly (pp. 2j93 — 96) to some of the illustri- 
ofis dead buried in the church or in the cemetery attached to it. 
He mentions in particular : — , 

1. Fr. John Mary, o.c., of Brixen^' (read : Brescia), Prefect of the 

Tibet Mission, ^\ho died in 1770, after 20 years of missionary 
life.^ 

2. Fr. Eustace, o.c., of Cassino, Tvho died on the 26th August, 1778/ 

after 9 years of life in the missions.^ 

8. Fr, Joseph, o.c., of Rovato, who died on the 13th December, 1786, 
after Wing been 21 years Prefect of the Tibet Mission.^ 

4. Dr. A. Parietti, from Milan, Superior of the Central Bengal 

Mission (Krishnagar), who came to Patna to improve his 
health and died there in November, 1864. (Cf. Inscription 
No. 52.) 

5. Fr. Augustin, who died at Ghazipore in 1860, while attending 

the cholera-stricken soldiers.^

Turning to the graves of the laity, Pr. Anthony Mary vrrites : — 

*' Here lies a Chinese convert near a Hebrew who has confessed 
the name of Christ ; there a soldier from the Green Island next 
to a negro from Mozambique ; further on, a German adventurer 
at the side ot a French chevalier. I'ortuguesc, ludo-Portuguese, 
Spaniards, Italians, Native Christians, they all rest here. What a 
diversity in their names ! 2toc/i, Lanlais, Fi'endi, Lebon, Lefevre, 
Dttrosier, Carville, Tmiaaaint le Corse, Philippier, Penon,

Translation Hero rests the Beverend Augustin of St. Stephano, a Sicilian, of the 
Capuchin Order, Apostolic Missionary, who, while assisting the cholera* stricken, fell a 
Tiotim to the disease.

It is very strange that out of the 30 names mentioned in the 
yjt- •«- ; last paragraph above, as many as 20, those 

in italics, could not be found m spite of a 
diligent and special search. Yet only seven stones in the sacristy 
remain undeciphered. The rest must have disappeared, therefore, 
during the last 45 years or so, and it is not improbable that others 
hare disappeared likewise. Stone is very scarce in Patna. 
Ancient carved stones of Gaur, Imudreds of miles to the cast, 
are found built up into the mosques, dargahs and private liouses, 
and such fragments of Asoka’s city of stone as have been dug up, 
have been turned to various ignoble uses, such as dhobis' washing- 
stones (Cf. L. S. S. O’Malley, Faina, p. 2077' 

The only easy means of learning anything about the names 
, , recorded in the insciiptions now gone, would 

bo to consult the old Latin burial registers 
from which Father Anthony Mary quoted. They exist still in 
the Archives of the Allahabad Catholic Mission, where I saw 
some of them in January, 1913. I did not, however, take any 
notes at the time. If, as stated by L. S. S. O’Malley, Faina, 
p. 76, the mission hospice was destroyed on 25th June, 1763—- 
Father Anthony Mary (Life of I)r. Hartmann, p. 24) says only 
that the whole of the furniture was destroyed — it is likely that 
the earliest church registers perished. We gather from L. S. S. 
O’Malley’s work that, according to the rocoids, the Church ivas 
re-opened on the 31st July, 1763, the first entry being of a burial 
on the 14th November, 1763. The baptism and marriage regis- 
ters do not probably go further back. Even so, it would be 
worth publishing their contents, or abstracts of them, and I 
venture to express the hope that this wUl be done. The Journal 
of the newly-started Bihar and Orissa Besearch Society would 
no doubt welcome such contributions. * 


The inscriptions are published in the .chronological order of 
u iL ;■ > l i- demise. At the end are those in which the 

Method of editing. ^ates havo disappeared or are doubtful. 

None of tho inscriptions being sufficiently old to justify fac-simile 
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reproductions, wo have made no special endeavours to imitate the 
idiosyncrasies of the sculptors in 4he shape and relative sizes of 
tne letters. As a rule, inscriptions on tombs consist mostly of 
capital letters. In the Patna Cathedral epitaphs, non-capitals 
arc also largely used. We have reduced most of them to uni- 
formity by printing in capitals only the name of deceased 
persons, to attract at once attention to the chief point of interest. 
Letters larger than those in their own lino appear also in capitals. 
The division of the lines has been carefully observed. A largo 
number of mis-spcllings has been pointed out ; where this has 
not been done, mistakes must be taken as such in the original, 
not as misprints.

Note. — M aria is tbo name of the belL The bell, which is badly cracked, must hara 
been made in Nepal. It is a very largo one, measuring about Soft, in height and in 
diameter. The last figure of the date on the bell is neither a 2 nor a 3. It is some- 
what curiously shaped. 

Ban Bahadur SahsPame to the throne in Sakd 1699 (a.d. 1777) and reigned 22 years,, 
his elder brother, Pratdpa Siiiha Sah, having reigned only 2 years and 0 months (from 
Saka 1C96 or A.D. I77<li). Their father, Frith wi*Narayana Sah, who conquered the whole of 
Nopal and established tho Gorkhali dynasty, had reigned 32 years (1742 — 74). Cf. D. 
Wright, Mutory of Nepali Cambridge, 1877, page 281. During the many years that the 
conquest lasted (1702 ? — 1769), the Capuchins, who had left Tibet in 1746, were in 
Nepali Suruparatna, Frith wt*Ndrayana*s brother, wounded at Kirtipur (1708), was afters 
wards cured by Father Michelangelo da Tabiago, then at Khatmandu, Cf. Asiatich Me* 
searchesf Calcutta, Volume II, 1790, pages 318, 319. Father Michelangelo, was also very 
friendly “ with the son ** of Frit WC-Narayana, so much so that ho went almost daily to 
visit him and obtained that, during the 5 years* blockade of Khatmandu, the Fathers and 
their Christians might bring provisions into the town. Cf. Gli Scritti del Padre Marco 
della Tomhat by A. do Gubernatis, Firenze, 1878, page 23. After the conquest of Nopal,, 
the Fathers and tlieir Ne{ alo.^^c Christians withdrew to Bcttiah and Chiuri. Father 
Miohclangelo (da Tabiago) wrs at Bettiah, when Father Giuseppe de Rovato, the Prefect 
oE tile Mission and Father Michelangelo’s companion at Khatmandu, wrote his Account 
of the Kingdom of Nepal, (Cf. Asiatick Hcsearchcs^ Calcutta, 1790, Yoliime II, 
pages 307 — 322.) Now, ho wrote after tho accession of Ban Bahadur S^ih, and before 
December 13, 1786s when he died at Fatna. All this explains tho friendly relations which 
continued to exist between the Capuchins imd Bahadur Sah, and why he may have present- 
ed a hell to tho Capuchins of Fatna, which must have been cast in Neptt. The relations be- 
tween tlio Capuchins and Khatmandu continued friendly even after 1789. We read that 
Fallier Juvenal, of Nissa de Paglia, who had come out in 1790, had paid two visits to 
Tibet (by which wo understand Nopal) before 1796, i.e., during the reign of Baliddur Sah,. 
Gf. Thomas Twining, Pramlst in India a hundred yearn ago^ London, 1893, page 179. 
We find also that one Father Joseph, o.c,, died at Khatm.indn in November, 1810. 
Cf. TFr. Felix, Q,c,'\y^Catholic Calendar and Directory for the Archdiocese cf Agrok 
for the year 1907, page 136.

81 was his niece, and No. 82 his sister, inscriptions Nos. 81 
and 82 seem therefore later than No. 80. (Second part.) 

Jean FranCois leYasohd of whom there is question in Nos. 81 and 82 died on Jnne 8, 
1826, aged 60 years. Gf. No. 26. His second wife was very likely Mrs. C. le Vaschd. Cf. 
No. 81. Nos. 80, 81, 82 belong therefore to the first 80 years or so of the 18th century. 
There is a family likenesa in these inscriptions, e.g., in the repetition of " enTiion"* 
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, No. 83.
